Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The best US prior art Mahoney et al (5,502,806) teaches loading patrons on a 
first in first out basis based on priority requests. But, the best US prior art lacks the 
limitation of "without reserving space for a patron having the allocated return time who is 
not present at the attraction during the allocated return time." The limitations lacking in 
the prior art, in combination with the other limitations clearly claimed in the application, 
are novel and unobvious. 

The best NPL (Disneyland Line-Cutting Test a Quick Hit) teaches a ride 
attraction management system. But, the best NPL lacks the limitation of "without 
reserving space for a patron having the allocated return time who is not present at the 
attraction during the allocated return time." The limitations lacking in the prior art, in 
combination with the other limitations clearly claimed in the application, are novel and 
unobvious.
